USING DC RELAYS ON AC 

The Central California Radio Club's 
"Circle" reports that DG relays may be 
used on AC if you insert a resistor to drop 
the 120V AC to the required DC voltage and 
insert a. diode. Usually one rated at 600 
PIV @ 750 MA will handle the required cur- 
rent, If more current is required, connect 
two diodes in parallel. Make sure the wat- 
tage rating of the resistor is sufficient to 
handle the current of the relay, Polarity 
of the diode is non-important, 

Hook the resistor, diode and relay in 
series with a fuse. The circuit to control 
the relay is hooked in series with the com- 
bination across the AC line, If available, 
an isolation transformer winding would add 
to the safety of the circuit,
